“Mother” 


A mother is one of the most 
famous and valuable individu¬ 
als known to God. She is one 
who has been used, abused, 
and taken for granite. She is 
forgiving. She could see her son 
rob a bank on the six o’clock 
news and convince herself, 
“THAT MAN WAS NOT MY 
SON!” 

If I had to select a stereotype 
that fits what a mother should 
be, she may be similar to Marie 
Baron, the character on the TV 
show “Everybody Loves Ray¬ 
mond.” Her family is her life. 

We see in the news what a 
mother is Not. A mother is not 
one who jumps in bed with 
every ‘Tom, Dick, and Harry.’ 
A mother is not one who leaves 
her children alone at home, 
while she goes to the bar to get 
drunk and become pregnant 
again. A mother is not one who 
leaves her young children with 
her live-in-boyfriend to be 
beaten and abused. A mother is 
not one who thinks only of 
herself. 

Our society does not give 
mothers the credit they deserve. 
If we placed more value on 
motherhood, our country 
would have fewer social prob¬ 
lems. 


Anyone who has experi¬ 
enced the loss of a mother, as a 
youngster, will feel that vacancy 
throughout life. There is just an 
unexplainable void that never 
heals. One can have the best 
replacement, but no one can 
replace a mother. 

I have gotten in the habit, 
over the years, of calling my 
wife “mother.” I first thought 
calling her this name was 
because she was the mother of 
my children, but I think it also 
has to do with the fact that she 
is not only the mother of my 
children, but she is also part 
mother to me. 

I lost my mother in 1948. I 
was just three years old. She left 
five children whose ages ranged 
from 12 years to 18 months. 
Times were tough, but with 
God’s help, we survived. 

Mother had an extended ill¬ 
ness with cancer. Even though 
doctors have made tremendous 
advancements in cancer 
research today, little was known 
about the disease at that time. 

About the only remem¬ 
brance I have of my mother is 
of Dad holding me up to view 
her in the casket. She was laid 
out at our home near Turner 
Ridge. Neighbors were present.

They would sit up with the 
families until the time of the 
funeral. The casket was in the 
front room. On each end were 
two rose colored lamps, with a 
purple pall that draped around 
the casket. I really was unaware 
of what was taking place. 

The most treasured piece of 
information I received about 
my mother was told to me by 
my 90-year-old Aunt Florence 
Auchter. Aunt Florence has 
been dead for many years. She 
told me she was sitting with 
mother when she was sick. I 
was just a tot of a baby in dia¬ 
pers and was in to something 
where I had no business. 

Mother reached down from 
the bed and gave me a light 
swat on the rump, which I am 
sure I deserved. She said I let 
out a cry like I had been killed. 

She said mother looked up 
at her with a sad look and said, 


“Florence do you think I hit 
him too hard?” 

Of course, she didn’t. She 
had only hurt my feelings. 
That show of love, even though 
so simple, has meant a great 
deal for so many years. I think 
that maybe now, as a parent 
myself, I can understand. I 
understand the hurt and sad¬ 
ness mother must have felt, in 
having to leave five small chil¬ 
dren behind without a mother. 


Ben Stein’s Comments on CBS Sunday Morning 


One of the purposes of the 
Opinion Page is to generate 
thought and discussion, and with 
that in mind, the following is 
offered. A former President of 
Falmouth Rotary sent me an e 
mail containing remarks by Ben 
Stein. Following are some of the 
more important points: 

“I don’t like getting pushed 
around for being a Jew, and I don’t 
think Christians like getting 
pushed around for being Chris¬ 
tians. I think people who believe 
in God are sick and tired of get¬ 
ting pushed around, period. I have 
no idea where the concept came 
from, that America is an explicitly 
atheist country. I can’t find it in 
the Constitution and I don’t like it 
being shoved down my throat.” 

“Or maybe I can put it another 
way: where did the idea come 
from that we should worship 
celebrities and we aren’t allowed to 
worship God as we understand 


Him?...There are a lot of us who 
are wondering where these celebri¬ 
ties came from and where the 
America we knew went....” 

“In light of recent events... ter¬ 
rorists attacks, school shootings, 
etc. ...I think it started when 
Madeline Murray O’ Hare com¬ 
plained that she didn’t want prayer 
in our schools, and we said, ‘OK’. 
Then someone said we’d better 
not read the Bible in school.. .The 
Bible says thou shalt not kill; thou 
shalt not steal; and love your 
neighbor as yourself. And we said, 
‘OK’.” 

“Then Dr. Benjamin Spock 
said we shouldn’t spank our chil¬ 
dren, because their little personali¬ 
ties would be warped and we 
might damage their self esteem. 
(Dr. Spock’s son committed sui¬ 
cide.) We said an expert should 
know what he’s talking about. 
And we said, ‘OK.’” 

“Now we’re asking ourselves 


why our children have no con¬ 
science, why they don’t know right 
from wrong, and why it doesn’t 
bother them to kill strangers, their 
classmates, and themselves.” 

“Probably, if we think about it 
long and hard enough, we can 
figure it out. I think it has a great 
deal to do with ‘WE REAP 
WHAT WE SOW!’ ” 

Stein goes on to make other 
provocative statements, many 
with which we agree. 

Janice and I conclude by say¬ 
ing, “There are those that say war 
begets war and atrocity begets 
atrocity and our treatment of 
Muslins caused the Boston Mas¬ 
sacre!

Association which found an 
alarming 19 percent increase in 
the number of teen driver deaths 
(ages 16 and 17) in the first half 
of 2012. 

“The end of the school year 
and the summer months are 
exciting times for teens, but they 
are also the most dangerous,” says 
Dave Melton, a driving safety 
expert with Liberty Mutual Insur¬ 
ance and managing director of 
global safety. “A celebratory toast 
can quickly lead to serious conse¬ 
quences down the line. These 
new data illustrate that there is 
clearly a strong need to increase 
the level of education around 
risk. More importantly, it’s a flag 
for parents to make sure they talk 
to their kids regularly about the 
importance of safe driving behav- 
ior. 


His thoughts are echoed by 
SADD.

New Medicaid rates for primary care services 

Enhanced Reimbursement Rates 


The Department for Medic¬ 
aid Services (DMS) is encourag¬ 
ing more than 3,300 eligible pri¬ 
mary care providers to sign up 
now to receive enhanced Medic¬ 
aid reimbursement rates for pri¬ 
mary care services retroactive 
beginning Jan. 1, 2013. The 
enhanced payments are estimated 
to mean an additional $65 mil¬ 
lion per year statewide and are 
part of Affordable Health Care 
Act changes designed to ensure 
preventive services are easy for 
Medicaid recipients and others to 
access. 

“It is our hope that these 
enhanced reimbursement rates 
provided under the Affordable 
Care Act will help ensure that 
Medicaid recipients have access 
to primary care services they need 
and will act as an incentive for 
primary care providers,” said 
Lawrence Kissner, commissioner 
of DMS. “These providers are 
essential to our overall healthcare 
system and play a key role in our 
efforts to improve the health of 
Kentuckians.” 

Eligible primary care physi¬ 
cians are those who practice in 
family medicine, general internal 
medicine or pediatric medicine. 
The initiative applies to both 
Medicaid fee-for-service and 
Medicaid managed care plans. To 


receive the enhanced rates, the 
provider — M.D., D.O., PA, or 
APRN — must log on to his or her 
KyHealthNet account to com¬ 
plete and submit an attestation. 
The web address is https://sso. 
kymmis.com. 

APRN and PA providers must 
be supervised by an eligible M.D. 
or D.O. to qualify. Providers 
should sign up as soon as possible 
to avoid the possibility of missing 
the first quarter’s enhanced pay¬ 
ment. For more information, 
please visit the Medicaid website 
at: http://chfs.ky.gov/dms.

this increased reimbursement.” 

The enhanced rate is equal to 
at least 100 percent of Medicare 
reimbursements in calendar years 
2013 and 2014. Specific CPT 
procedure codes are eligible for 
enhanced reimbursement and the 
average increase in reimburse¬ 
ment is 40 percent. The increase 
represents the difference between 
Medicaid and Medicare rates. 

DMS will conduct a claims 
analysis of calendar year 2012 to 
ensure only qualified providers 
receive the enhanced rate. If no 
claims history is available for 
2012, a prior month claims anal¬ 
ysis will be used. The enhanced 
rates will be effective for dates of 
service beginning Jan. 1, 2013, 
through Dec. 31, 2014.

INSPECTION PERIOD FOR THE 
PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Pendleton County real property tax roll will be open for inspection from May 6th through May 20, 2013. 
Under the supervision of the property valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect 
the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2013, assessment on which state, county, and local taxes for 2013, due about October 

1,2013. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administration in the county courthouse and may be 
inspected Monday through Friday 8 a.m, till 4 p.m. and on Saturday between 8:30 a.m. and Noon. 

A taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition stating 
the reason 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one working day following the conclusion 
of the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board 
either in person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property tax payers shall be served notice under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and 
appeals rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value of personal property 
as determined by the office of the property valuation administrator. 

1. He/she must list under protest (for certification) what he/she believes is the fair cash value of his property. 

2. He/she must file a written protest directly with the Department of Property Valuation within 30 days from 
the date of the notice of the assessment. 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

4. The final decision of the Revenue Cabinet may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

All-time record set for hunting and fishing license sales 


The Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources 
sold more than $7 million worth 
of hunting and fishing licenses in 
April - an all-time record for the 
month. 

"People realize that hunting 
and fishing are great ways to 
spend a beautiful spring day with 
their families," said Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Commissioner 
Jon Gassett, Ph.D. "This record 
month shows our hard work to 
improve opportunities for the 
public is paying dividends." 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Budget Director Scott King said 
the April sales were encouraging 
news. "We broke the previous 
record for the month of April by 
$140,000," he said. "It's also 
$800,000 more than our average 
for April. This is much needed 
revenue for an agency that's driv¬ 
en by its license sales." 

The department in recent 
years has aggressively pursued 
both convenience and opportu¬ 


nities for its customers. 

A mobile app unveiled by the 
department last year allows 
anglers to use their GPS-enabled 
smart phones to find the nearest 
place to fish. Hunters can use 
their smart phones to buy a per¬ 
mit, check their deer or find 
season dates for all game. 

The department's Internet 
site, which includes a wide range 
of information about outdoor 
opportunities in Kentucky, 
received 17 million hits last year. 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife's 
Facebook site, launched in 2009, 
now has more than 44,000 fol¬ 
lowers. 

The department's Fishing in 
Neighborhoods (FINs) program 
now stocks fish in 39 communi¬ 
ty lakes across the state. FINs 
Coordinator Dane Balsman said 
the program has generated huge 
interest among anglers. 

"We tried to get on a FINs 
lake today to do some sampling 
in our boat, but we couldn't get 


in the water because there were 
too many people fishing," he 
said. "There were just people 
lined up from bank to bank. 
We'll probably have to wait until 
it rains and the crowd thins out 
before we can launch a boat." 

In the past few years, the 
department has established a 
marketing division to help spread 
the word about Kentucky's many 
opportunities: From its 

10,000-strong elk herd to gener¬ 
ous fish stocking programs to its 
top five status for trophy deer. 

The excitement is catching: 
The department received more 
than 61,000 applications by the 
April 30 deadline for its 2013 elk 
hunts. "Marketing is most effec¬ 
tive when you've got an out¬ 
standing product to sell," said 
Marketing Director Brian Blank. 
"That's what we have in Ken¬ 
tucky. The good old days - if 
you're a hunter or an angler - are 
now in Kentucky."

Safely Riding an ATV on Hills 

Kentucky is known for its roll¬ 
ing hills, but these hills can pose 
great dangers when navigated by 
inexperienced all-terrain vehicle 
drivers. Understanding how to 
safely ride on hills is important for 
ATV drivers of all ages and experi¬ 
ence levels. 

Navigating hills improperly 
could cause the driver to lose con¬ 
trol or cause the ATV to overturn. 
Both could result in serious per¬ 
sonal injury or death. 

ATV drivers should know their 
limits and realize that some hills 
may be too steep for their abilities. 
Some hills may be too steep for 
drivers of any age and ability to 
safely travel. 

It’s important for drivers to use 
good common sense when decid¬ 
ing on whether to climb a hill 
because if it looks too steep, it 
probably is. 

Drivers should always look 
ahead for changes in the land¬ 
scape. As a hill approaches, it’s 
important for the driver to shift to 
a lower gear and accelerate to gain 
momentum to climb the hill. 
Drivers should keep feet firmly on 
the vehicle’s foot rests and keep 
their weight going uphill at all 
times. 

When climbing a hill, drivers 
may need to switch to a lower gear 
to keep the engine from jerking or 
stalling. To keep the wheels on the 
ground, shift quickly and briefly 
release the throttle. 

If the ATV doesn’t have enough 
power to reach the top of hill but 
has forward momentum and room 
to turn around, drivers should 
make a U-turn when possible and 
proceed downhill in a lower gear 
while keeping their weight going 
uphill. 

If the ATV loses forward 
momentum, apply the brakes and 
then the parking brake. Dismount 
on the uphill side of the vehicle. 

One of the worst case scenarios 
of riding an ATV on hills is when 


the vehicle starts to roll backward. 
If this happens, the driver should 
keep their weight going uphill and 
apply only the front brakes. Driv¬ 
ers should apply the back brakes 
only when they’ve came to a com¬ 
plete stop followed by the parking 
brake. Applying the back brakes 
abruptly when the vehicle starts to 
go backward could cause the vehi¬ 
cle to flip. Once the vehicle stops, 
drivers should dismount to the 
uphill side of the vehicle. If the 
vehicle continues to roll backward, 
drivers should dismount immedi¬ 
ately on the uphill side. 

To descend a hill, drivers 
should always look ahead, keep 
their weight uphill, use a lower 
gear, keep the speed slow and 
gradually brake. They should make 
sure their path is clear of as many 
obstacles as possible. 

Going across a hill rather than 
straight up or down can be equally 
dangerous. Drivers should avoid 
traversing a slope that is slippery, 
rough or has loose dirt. Their 
weight still needs to lean uphill 
with feet on the vehicle’s foot rests. 
They may need to turn their 
wheels uphill if going across soft 
terrain to keep the vehicle steady. 
If the vehicle begins to tip, drivers 
should turn the wheels downhill if 
possible and if not, immediately 
dismount the vehicle on the uphill 
side. 

Remember Kentucky law 
requires parental supervision at all 
times for those under 16-years-old 
riding an ATV and the vehicle’s 
engine should not exceed 90 cubic 
centimeter displacement. Those 
under 12 should not operate an 
ATV with an engine size more 
than 70 cubic centimeters dis¬ 
placement. All ATV drivers and 
riders should wear proper riding 
equipment (helmet, gloves, long 
sleeve shirt, long pants and boots). 
The Pendleton County Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service has more 
information related to ATV safety.

Travel safe and smart this 
Summer 

Summer is upon us, and for 
many, the season means at least 
one family vacation or weekend 
getaway. According to a TripAdvi- 
sor survey, 90 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans were planning to take two or 
more leisure trips within the next 
year and 24 percent were planning 
five or more trips. Of those sur¬ 
veyed, 79 percent said they plan to 
spend at least $3,000 on these 
vacations. As you start planning 
your next vacation, you can take 
precautions to keep yourself, your 
family and your finances safe 
when you travel. 

Whether you plan your own 
trip or use a travel agent, you 
should watch out for travel fraud. 
Ask friends and family for referrals 
when looking for a reputable trav¬ 
el agent. When working with an 
agent, always ask about the items 
that are not included in the travel 
package so you can plan for those 
extra expenses. Remember that 
companies or individuals that 
cold-contact you are often scam 
artists. If it sounds too good to be 
true, it probably is. Using your 
credit card to book a trip or pay 
for a travel package can allow you 
to dispute any scams. 

Many travel agents and certain 
websites may suggest that you buy 
travel insurance. Travel insurance 
is not a requirement, but can pro¬ 
tect you in the event that you need 
to cancel your trip or have any 
unforeseen expenses, such as med¬ 
ical problems or emergency evacu¬ 


ations, while vacationing. In most 
cases, the more risks that are cov¬ 
ered in a policy, the more expen¬ 
sive it is. Take time to review your 
current situation and get several 
quotes on prices and policies to 
determine whether the coverage 
offered outweighs its cost. 

When packing for a trip, 
remember certain necessities as 
airline tickets or confirmation, 
passports, driver’s licenses, hotel 
reservations and any prescription 
medications. Make sure these 
items are in a place where you can 
easily locate them, such as an air¬ 
plane carry-on bag or in a desig¬ 
nated spot in a car. 

Do your research to find a 
reputable hotel in a safe area that 
will best suit your needs. Upon 
arrival, secure any valuable belong¬ 
ings in the hotel’s safe, if one is 
available. Unfortunately thefts do 
occur in the lodging industry, and 
most hotels will only accept 
responsibility for items placed in 
their safe. You can minimize your 
risk of being a victim of theft 
while you’re away from your hotel 
room by leaving the television on 
at a level that can be heard from 
outside the room and placing a 
privacy sign on the door to give 
potential thieves the idea that 
someone is in the room. Do not 
put out a sign asking for maid 
service as that’s often a sign of an 
unoccupied room.

Help livestock beat the heat 

Humans aren't the only ones 
that suffer from the heat of sum¬ 
mer. Farm animals feel the heat, 
too. With summer temperatures 
already upon us, it’s time to think 
about ways to know when your 
livestock may be in danger from 
the heat and what to do to reduce 
their plight. 

The University of Kentucky 
Agricultural Weather Center pro¬ 
vides warnings of the potential 
danger to livestock. Livestock 
become uncomfortable when the 
heat index reaches about 90 
degrees. The heat index is a com¬ 
bination of air temperature and 
humidity and is used to describe 
how it feels outside. 

The Agricultural Weather 
Center regularly monitors heat 
indices across the state and pro¬ 
vides an index of its own - the 
Livestock Heat Stress Index — to 
help producers know when heat 
stress could create a problem for 
their animals. The county-by- 
county index indicates three lev¬ 
els of heat stress: no stress, danger 
stress and emergency stress. 

Periods of heat stress call for 
livestock producers to be vigilant 
in making sure their animals are 
adequately prepared. One of the 
most important things producers 
can do is provide cool, clean 
drinking water. Providing an ade¬ 
quate source of drinking water 
helps to keep animals’ internal 
body temperatures within nor¬ 
mal limits. Above-ground water 
lines need to be shaded so they 



do not can act as solar water heat¬ 
ers and make the water too hot to 
drink. 

It is also important for animals to 
have shade and for buildings to 
be as open as possible for ade¬ 
quate ventilation. Sprinkler sys¬ 
tems that periodically spray a 
cool mist on the animals can also 
be beneficial. 

It is best to avoid working 
animals during periods of heat 
stress. Producers should also 
avoid transporting livestock dur¬ 
ing high levels of heat stress. 
When livestock must be trans¬ 
ported, haul fewer animals per 
load. Planning trips so the ani¬ 
mals can be loaded immediately 
before leaving and unloaded 
quickly upon arrival can likewise 
help minimize the risk. 

Producers who want to keep 
up-to-date with the livestock heat 
stress index can access the Agri¬ 
cultural Weather Center’s website 
http://weather.uky.edu or go to 
the Pendleton County Coopera¬ 
tive Extension Service’s website at 
http://pendleton.ca.uky.edu/ and 
click on the weather link.
